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BURROW  "  BOY  SCOUT  DRINKING  FOUNTAIN 
ON  THE  PLYMOUTH  COMMON 


The  history  of  the  Plymouth,  N.  H.,  Common  is 
unique.  When  the  township  started,  the  present  Com- 
mon was  a  chirruping  frogpond.  The  town  fathers 
had  to  lay  a  corduroy  road  to  obtain  what  is  now  Main 
Street.  Later  the  frog  pond  was  filled  in  to  become  the 
present  Common.  Trees  were  planted  around  the  rim 
and  a  pump  was  put  midway  beside  the  crosswalk 
where  the  thirsty  were  refreshed. 

Later  when  the  Langdon  family  built  a  reservoir 
upon  the  then  "College  Road,"  the  pump  changed  to 
a  faucet.  But  even  such,  as  everything,  has  its  length 
of  life,  and  it  so  happened  that  Daniel  Webster  Burrows 
of  Chicago,  son  of  Joseph  Burrows,  Esq.,  of  Plymouth, 
at  the  suggestion  of  his  boyhood  chum,  Rodney  Edson 
Smythe,  put  into  his  Will  a  fund  for  a  new  water  ser- 
vice for  the  Plymouth  youngsters  and  elders  to  take 
the  place  of  the  aging  town  faucet,  still  on  the  Com- 
mon. An  investigation  of  the  usage  of  the  then  town 
faucet  showed  that  it  was  mostly  used  by  the  boys  and 
their  dogs.  Such  led  to  the  introduction  of  a  modern 
type  of  drinking  spout  for  the  boys,  their  sisters,  and 
their  elders;  also,  the  introduction  of  a  bowl  of  con- 
tinuous fresh  water  for  the  village  birds  and  dogs. 
In  accord  with  the  Boy  Scout  Rule  of  doing  a  good 
deed  daily,  such  explains  the  water  dripping  continu- 
ously from  the  Boy  Scout's  hand  into  the  granite  pot- 
hole which,  after  much  hunting,  was  found  loose  on 
d  sandy  bit  of  the  Baker  River  in  Wentworth,  waiting 
to  help  do  a  "Boy  Scout's  Good  Deed." 

The  Statue  is  not  just  a  boy  in  Boy  Scout  clothes, 
but  the  live  Boy  Scout  doing  his  required  daily  good 
deed.  Such  is  the  motive  which  George  Borst  of  Wayne, 
Pennsylvania,  and  a  summer  resident  of  Hebron,  New 
Hampshire,  the  sculptor,  has  put  into  the  character 
of  the  "Boy  Scout"  on  the  rock,  dripping  fresh  water 
all  the  time  from  his  hand — into  the  aged  granite  pot- 
hole, beneath  him  for  the  dogs  and  birds. 


So  far  as  we  know  there  are  only  two  Boy  Scout 
statues  in  the  United  States ;  the  Plymouth  one  by  Mr. 
Borst  is  the  only  one  wherein  the  "Boy  Scout"  is  doing* 
his  daily  good  deed  of  Scouthood. 

The  boulder  on  which  the  Boy  Scout  kneels  was 
found  accidentally,  after  many  hunts  about  New  Hamp- 
shire, by  the  late  Mr.  Moses  A.  Batchelder  of  Plymouth, 
as  he  approached  the  Flume  Station  one  morning. 

The  boulder  was  tested  by  a  photograph  of  Harold 
A.  Webster,  Jr.,  posed  as  Mr.  Borst  desired  in  Boy 
Scout  uniform,  and  later  a  cast  of  the  top  of  the  boulder 
was  sent  to  Mr.  Borst's  studio  in  Wayne,  Pennsylva- 
nia. During  the  abnormally  cold  winter  following,  a 
Wayne  boy  posed  in  the  nude  on  the  cast  of  the  top 
of  the  boulder  sent,  not  only  aiding  the  sculptor,  but 
also  supporting  his  parents,  through  the  dreadful  eco- 
nomic crash  of  that  winter  of  1933. 

Such  is  the  history  of  the  Plymouth  "Boy  Scout" 
Fountain. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  George  G.  Clark,  executor 
of  the  Estate  of  Daniel  Webster  Burrows  for  the  above 
information  and  "Boy  Scout"  picture.

Rebuilding  the  Water  System 

The  engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  was  engaged  to  make  the  necessary 
surveys,  lay  out  and  supervision  of  the  entire  project. 

Bonds  in  the  amount  of  $300,000.  which  was  voted 
were  sold  to  W.  E.  Hutton  &  Co.,  and  Harriman,  Rip- 
ley &  Co.,  of  Boston,  Mass.,  at  $100.3993  at  2%  interest, 
which  means  that  we  received  a  premium  of  $1,197.90, 
said  bonds  are  dated  April  1,  1951  to  run  for  a  period 
of  21  years. 

Had  we  carried  the  Bonds  over  a  period  of  30  years 
as  originally  planned  the  total  interest  charge  would  be 
between  $35,000  and  $50,000  in  excess  of  interest  for 
21  years. 

Upon  receipt  of  the  money  for  the  bonds  we  found 
that  we  would  have  a  substantial  sum  which  we  would 
not  need  for  some  time,  so  we  purchased  $150,000. 
worth  of  91  day  U.  S.  Government  bonds  for  which  we 
received  net  interest  in  the  amount  of  $563.75. 

As  the  year  closes  the  rebuilding  of  the  water 
system  is  well  on  its  way  to  completion.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  stop  laying  of  the  water  pipes  due  to  weather 
conditions. 

The  new  gravel  packed  well  has  been  completed 
and  the  two  pumping  stations  have  been  built,  also  a 
three  hundred  thousand  gallon  cement  storage  tank 
is  completed.  There  has  been  approximately  four  and  a 
half  miles  of  pipe  installed  and  seventeen  new  hy- 
drants, of  which  twelve  are  replacements  and  five  new 
locations. 

We  have  purchased  the  entire  intervale  from  Mau- 
rice A.  and  Zelma  B.  Carpenter  at  the  rear  of  the 
United  Shank  and  Findings  location,  which  contains 
some  fifty  or  sixty  acres  and  where  the  well  is  located. 
The  purchase  of  this  property  was  made  to  protect  the 
water  supply.  It  was  also  necessary  to  purchase  from 
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John  Fletcher  a  small  parcel  of  land  of  some  three 
or  four  acres  which  adjoins  our  present  holdings  on 
Reservoir  Road  in  order  that  the  storage  tank  might 
be  located  at  a  higher  level  than  the  reservoirs.  This 
tank  will  serve  those  located  west  of  Russell  Street 
and  Highland  Avenue,  increasing  the  pressure  very 
materially  and  providing  excellent  fire  protection. 

The  pumping  station  located  at  the  well  we  expect 
will  be  put  in  operation  in  the  near  future.  The  pump- 
ing station  located  at  the  reservoir  and  the  storage 
tank  will  not  be  put  in  operation  until  spring. 

On  January  1,  1952  we  had  cash  on  hand  in  the 
amount  of  $67,625.20  in  this  account. 

There  is  approximately  $16,500.  withheld  on  com- 
pleted work  and  about  $31,000.  on  contracts  not  yet 
completed  leaving  about  $20,000  surplus.  To  complete 
this  project  there  is  yet  to  be  laid  about  three  thousand 
feet  of  pipe  and  several  other  minor  operations  all  of 
which  we  believe  can  be  done  within  the  above  men- 
tioned amount. 

A  complete  report  will  be  made  in  the  1952  District 
report.

At  the  annual  District  meeting  held  March  15,  1951, 
under  Article  10:  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to 
extend  the  sewer  from  Fred  Rowe's  corner  at  the 
junction  of  the  Fairgrounds  Road  and  Route  3  to  the 
Campton  Town  line. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  com- 
mittee of  five  to  determine  the  cost  of  the  project  and 
to  report  at  an  adjourned  meeting  to  be  held  August 
2nd,  1951.  The  committee  appointed  was  as  follows: 
Andrew  Brands,  Chairman,  Elmer  Huckins,  Lester 
Sargent,  Paul  Studley  and  Richard  L.  Thompson. 

On  August  2,  1951,  at  the  adjourned  meeting  it 
was  voted  to  construct  the  said  sewer  and  to  authorize 
the  Commissioners  to  issue  bonds  or  long  term  notes 
to  the  amount  of  $40,000.00. 

The  engineering  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  was  engaged  to  make  surveys  and  to 
supervise  the  construction  of  said  sewer. 

Bids  were  advertised  and  were  opened  on  October 
19,  1951.  Only  two  bids  were  received.  DiMinico  &  Pal- 
lotta,  Inc.,  of  Maiden,  Mass.,  was  the  low  bidder,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $47,957.50,  was  awarded  the  contract. 
It  being  apparent  that  the  project  could  not  be  com- 
pleted within  the  $40,000.  voted,  a  petition  signed  by 
ten  legal  voters  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners 
asking  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  District.  At  the 
special  meeting  held  December  21,  1951  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $10,000.  to  complete 
the  sewer  project. 

On  October  21,  1951,  work  was  begun,  was  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the 
Commissioners  expect  it  to  be  completed  during  Jan- 
uary of  1952.  Road  repairs  and  cleaning  up  work  will 
be  done  in  the  spring.  The  Commissioners  expect  all 
this  to  be  done  within  the  amount  appropriated. 
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A  full  report  will  be  given  to  the  District  in  the 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  1952. 

Cummings  Street  Sewer 

During  the  summer  several  tests  were  made  and 
due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  so  much  surface  water 
it  is  impossible  to  take  care  of  the  sewage  until  the 
surface  water  is  taken  care  of,  which  is  a  problem  for 
the  town.  This  sewer  should  be  taken  care  of  during 
the  summer  of  1952.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS— PLYMOUTH 


To  The  Plymouth  School  Board: 

My  ninth  annual  report  as  your  superintendent 
of  schools  is  now  submitted  for  your  information  and 
that  of  citizens  of  Plymouth.  The  report  presents  a 
discussion  of  the  major  problems  before  the  school  dis- 
trict, and  such  statistical  data  as  may  be  useful  to  the 
people  of  this  town. 

From  June  18  through  July  6,  1951,  a  Resource 
Use  Workshop  was  conducted  for  teachers  in  Plymouth 
High  School.  The  workshop  was  made  possible  by  a 
financial  grant  from  the  Conservation  Foundation  in 
New  York,  and  cooperation  given  us  by  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  State  Fish  and  Game  Department,  Plan- 
ning and  Development  Commission,  Plymouth  Teach- 
ers College,  and  Columbia  University.  It  was  an  exper- 
ience both  unique  and  extremely  valuable  for  our 
teachers  and,  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  learn,  one  that 
has  not  been  duplicated  anywhere  else  in  the  country. 

As  a  result  of  workshop  planning,  Plymouth  High 
School  is  attempting  a  pilot  program  in  Resource  Use 
Education.  This  does  not  mean  that  any  new  courses 
have  been  added  to  our  high  school  program.  Instruc- 
tion given  to  pupils  is  correlated  with,  and  made  a  part 
of  work  offered  within  our  regular  framework  of  in- 
struction. This  information  is  here  submitted  even 
though  it  is  anticipated  that  the  report  of  the  high 
school  principal  will  give  details  that  have  been  here 
omitted. 

The  use  of  school  buildings  by  the  community  is 
always  commendable,  provided  such  use  is  consistent 
with  proper  care  and  maintenance  of  the  building.  In 
our  enthusiasm  to  extend  privileges  to  various  groups, 
we  must  not  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the  major  pur- 
pose of  such  buildings  is  schools.  It  seems  to  me  that 
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we  ought  to  review  carefully  the  use  made  of  facilities 
in  the  Plymouth  Memorial  School  and  establish  regu- 
lations that  must  be  strictly  observed. 

A  heating  engineer  made  an  inspection  of  the 
heating  plants  in  both  the  high  school  and  the  Guy  E. 
Speare  school,  and  recommended  that  automatic  heat 
be  installed  to  replace  the  hand-firing  method  now  in 
use.  While  it  will  be  impossible  to  change  over  the 
heating  plants  in  both  buildings,  it  does  seem  wise  to 
convert  one  of  them  to  either  an  oil  burner  or  anthra- 
cite stoker  equipment.  The  engineer  estimates  an  an- 
nual saving  in  fuel  costs  that  should  liquidate  any  in- 
vestment we  make  in  five  years  or  less.  In  either  school, 
automatic  firing  would  release  considerable  janitor 
time  that  could  be  used  to  advantage. 

One  change  recommended  by  the  engineer  in  the 
Speare  school  should  be  acted  upon  by  the  district 
before  another  heating  season  begins.  Ever  since  the 
building  was  constructed,  we  have  been  forcing  dollars 
up  the  chimney  that  could  be  saved  by  putting  a  direct 
steam  line  to  the  auditorium,  and  making  it  separate 
from  the  line  that  heats  the  rest  of  the  building.  With 
the  present  single  steam  line,  it  is  necessary  to  heat 
the  entire  building  every  time  the  auditorium  is 
heated.  There  can  be  no  question  about  the  soundness 
of  the  recommendation  that  we  end  excessive  and 
needless  fuel  consumption. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  the  1952-53  budget 
make  provision  for  recognition  for  professional  im- 
provement work  done  by  teachers,  in  addition  to  an 
annual  service  increase.  Plymouth  High  School  has  an 
excellent  group  of  teachers  whose  services  should  be 
retained  for  the  benefit  of  our  children.  If  these  services 
are  to  be  retained,  the  contracts  we  offer  must  com- 
pare favorably  with  those  offered  elsewhere  in  the 
state.  Plymouth  has  made  generous  provision  for  our 
teachers  in  the  past,  but  we  must  continue  the  upward 
trend  if  we  are  successfully  to  compete  with  other 
schools.  The  findings  of  a  salary  survey  completed  in 
December  by  the  New  Hampshire  Teachers  Associa- 
tion may  be  of  interest  to  all  of  our  citizens.  The  aver- 
age salary  of  men  teachers  in  the  high  schools  of  New 


Hampshire  is  $3391.65.  The  average  for  women  teach- 
ers is  $3092.11.  If  one  is  inclined  to  be  complacent  be- 
cause our  salaries  are  at  or  near  the  average,  he 
should  remember  this  interesting  thing  about  an  aver- 
age— there  are  always  as  many  above  the  average  as 
there  are  below  it.  Being  at  the  average  does  not  ne- 
cessarily justify  a  sense  of  complete  security. 

Conferences  with  parents  are  always  welcomed. 
Whenever  there  is  a  question  about  school  policy,  or  a 
parent  wishes  to  get  specific  information,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  contact  be  made  with  the  teacher  or  with 
the  school  administrator.  The  schools  are  your  schools. 
They  are  operated  only  because  of  your  children.  Par- 
ents and  teachers  alike  have  the  responsibility  of  mak- 
ing the  schools  as  effective  and  valuable  as  possible  to 
the  children  who  attend  them.  We  shall  all  gain  by 
working  together  to  achieve  that  purpose. 

My  conclusion  is  an  expression  of  appreciation  for 
the  loyal  and  efficient  work  of  our  teachers,  the  splen- 
did cooperation  extended  at  all  times  by  the  Plymouth 
School  Board,  and  the  friendly  spirit  of  parents  and 
school  patrons.

PRINCIPAL'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Plymouth  High  School. 

The  faculty  is  striving  to  provide  the  opportunity 
for  each  individual  to  grow  to  his  fullest  as  an  indi- 
vidual and  as  a  member  of  society.  Our  program  is 
continually  being  evaluated  with  the  view  to  having 
our  school  fulfill  its  responsibility  in  the  community. 

A  complete  report  of  the  curriculum  of  the  school 
would  take  considerable  space.  This  report  is,  there- 
fore, not  comprehensive  but  will  indicate  by  represen- 
tative information  the  progress  of  the  school.  Reports 
of  progress  made  in  previous  reports  will  not  be  re- 
ported, however,  we  are  continuing  with  these  pro- 
grams or  revisions  that  made  them  more  effective. 

The  faculty  and  pupils  are  proud  that  our  school 
was  selected  by  the  Conservation  Foundation  of  New 
York  to  act  as  a  pilot  school  in  the  field  of  conserva- 
tion and  resource  use.  The  three-week  work  shop  for 
the  complete  faculty  last  June  provided  the  oppor- 
tunity to  evaluate  the  program  and  methods  we  had 
been  using,  to  become  a  more  closely  coordinated 
working  unit,  and  to  outline  plans  to  incorporate  ma- 
terials emphasizing  wise  resource  use  as  a  part  of  the 
curriculum.  The  latter  in  such  a  manner  that  it 
strengthened  our  educational  program  by  providing 
practical  experiences  that  allowed  the  use  of  what 
was  previously  learned  as  theory.  We  believe  that  what 
a  pupil  learns  is  more  meaningful,  is  more  easily  as- 
similated and  also  has  a  better  chance  of  retention 
when  the  pupil  has  the  opportunity  of  a  concrete  ex- 
perience. 

Some  of  the  examples  of  learning  experiences 
have  been:  the  improvement  of  the  school  grounds  by 
the  biology  class ;  taking  the  school  census  by  the  eco- 
nomics class;  a  study  of  the  state  prison  and  state 
hospital  by  the  sociology  class;  a  trip  to  the  mill  at 
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Livermore  Falls  by  the  freshman  class  to  see  at  first 
hand  the  utilization  of  New  Hampshire  resources;  a 
model  U.  N.  General  Assembly  developed  by  the  World 
Problems  class  and  presented  to  the  student  body  at 
an  assembly;  a  panel  discussion  of  the  topic  of  Power 
and  Flood  Control  at  Livermore  Falls  arranged  by  the 
biology  class  and  presented  at  an  assembly;  an  inter- 
view of  a  congressman  by  a  committee  of  pupils  who 
reported  to  their  class  about  the  interview. 

Topics  that  are  being  considered  in  various  classes 
that  have  to  do  with  community  resources  and  wise 
resource  use  are:  recreational  facilities,  job  opportuni- 
ties, better  rural  family  living,  business  opportunities, 
land  use  trends,  forest  resources,  power  and  flood  con- 
trol, water  pollution,  labor  potential  and  water  usage. 
These  topics  are  being  studied  with  the  view  to  under- 
standing how  they  affect  the  standard  of  living  in  the 
Baker  and  Pemigewasset  river  watersheds. 

In  addition  to  strengthening  the  learning  process 
the  three-week  workshop  helped  each  teacher  learn 
what  other  members  of  the  faculty  are  doing  and  when 
they  are  doing  it.  This  enables  better  coordination 
and  achievement  of  the  purposes  of  the  school. 

The  report  of  our  work  in  resource  use  is  planned  to 
be  utilized  in  aiding  other  schools  to  incorporate  this 
material  into  their  curriculum. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  the  tax  payer  to  know 
that  the  cost  of  this  project  in  resource  use  curriculum 
study  to  the  school  district  was  limited  to  the  use  of 
the  high  school  building  for  three  weeks  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year. 

Subject  Changes 

French  III  is  offered  this  year  in  place  of  Spanish 
III  as  a  greater  number  of  pupils  benefited  by' this 
change.  World  Geography  replaced  economic  geo- 
graphy and  commercial  arithmetic,  which  were  half- 
year  subjects.  A  greater  amount  of  arithmetic  is  be- 
ing taught  in  the  General  Business  course  this  year 
to  compensate  for  dropping  commercial  arithmetic. 
In  addition  we  are  continuing  to  require  a  review  arith- 
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rnetic  course  for  seniors  who  indicate  the  need  as  a 
result  of  a  test  given  at  the  end  of  the  junior  year. 

Activity  Program 

Arts  and  Crafts  have  been  substituted  for  auto 
mechanics  because  of  inadequate  facilities  for  auto 
mechanics.  The  new  activity  allows  pupils  to  gain  ex- 
perience in  a  dozen  fields  such  as  camera  study,  home 
mechanics,  wood  carving,  leather  work,  etc.  It  also 
allows  opportunity  for  more  pupils  as  the  activity  is 
suitable  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

Placement  Bureau 

We  increased  our  efforts  to  be  of  service  to  our 
pupils  in  the  matter  of  getting  jobs.  As  a  result,  we 
materially  increased  both  our  summer  and  full-time 
placement  and  have  hopes  of  a  still  further  increase 
this  year.  As  a  part  of  our  placement  program  we  plan 
to  conduct  a  followup  study  as  to  the  success  or  lack 
of  success  of  those  we  placed  this  past  year.We  hope 
that  employers  will  notify  us  of  their  needs  in  order 
that  we  can  be  of  service  to  them  and  to  our  pupils. 

Guidance 

More  individual  attention  is  being  given  in  guid- 
ance. The  testing  program  has  been  extended  to  serve 
both  the  freshmen  and  juniors.  The  junior  test  serves 
as  a  follow-up  of  the  one  given  in  the  freshman  year. 
Parents  are  being  asked  to  participate  in  the  pupil 
conferences  to  discuss  test  results,  vocational  choices 
and  educational  plans.  It  is  hoped  that  more  parents 
will  take  part  in  these  conferences,  so  that  the  school 
and  home  can  cooperate  to  the  advantage  of  the  pupil. 

The  complete  faculty  were  at  the  school  one  even- 
ing last  year  between  the  hours  of  7:00  p.  m.  and  10:00 
p.  m.  for  the  purpose  of  being  easily  available  to  par- 
ents to  discuss  pupil  progress.  Only  one  parent  came 
in.  We  are  duplicating  the  opportunity  for  parent- 
teacher  conferences  this  year  with  the  hope  that  more 
parents  will  come.  We  need  parents'  help  to  help  us 
give  better  service  to  our  pupils.  If  parents  cannot 
ccme  to  the  school  during  the  day,  we  will  be  glad  to 
arrange  evening  appointments. 
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All  members  of  the  faculty  completed  the  thirty- 
hour  advanced  Red  Cross  course  in  first  aid  last  May 
and  in  January  we  completed  an  additional  course  that 
qualifies  us  as  instructors  to  teach  first  aid.  Plans  are 
being  made  to  teach  first  aid  courses  to  the  pupils. 

Regular  faculty  meetings  are  held  twice  a  month. 
Planning  for  continued  coordination  of  effort  are  reg- 
ular topics  at  these  meetings,  in  addition  improvement 
of  methods,  techniques,  and  recent  educational  devel- 
opments are  considered. 

Currently  a  committee  is  working  on  report  card 
revision  and  there  is  a  committee  for  each  high  school 
class  that  is  working  on  test  result  interpretation  and 
better  knowledge  of  pupils  to  the  end  that  we  can  bet- 
ter aid  wise  vocational  choices,  and  school  adjustment. 

Indications  are  that  high  school  enrollment  will 
increase  over  the  next  four  years.  With  minor  changes 
we  can  continue  our  present  program  for  increases  up 
to  350.  Beyond  that  point  changes  of  a  more  drastic 
rature  would  be  necessary  or  facilities  will  have  to  be 
increased. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  Superintendent  Rollins,  Citizens,  Teachers  and 
pupils  for  their  help  and  cooperation  during  the  past 
year.

To  The  Plymouth  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  school  nurse  for 
the  school  year  1950-1951.  680  were  weighed,  meas- 
ured and  inspected  with  symptoms  of  the  following 
defects  found: 

Dental   (serious)  125 

Tonsils   (enlarged  or  infected)  45 

Vision    (never  having  worn  glasses)  43 

Nutrition  15 

Posture    (serious)  5 

Chest  x-rays  advised  3

The  fluorine  clinic  was  very  well  attended.  243 
children  from  the  first  six  grades  had  four  treatments 
each.  Ideally,  these  applications  should  be  repeated  at 
three  to  four  year  intervals  until  the  child  is  about 
thirteen  years  old. 

Many  cities  and  towns  are  introducing  fluorine  in 
the  drinking  water  w7ith  evident  success. 

Forty  school  children  attended  the  three  Toxoid 
Clinics  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 
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Eleven  children  had  examinations  and  chest  x-rays 
at  the  State  Tuberculosis  Clinics. 

Four  children  had  examinations  and  glasses  by  the 
Sight  Conservation  Department. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  still  seems  indispensable 
and  a  great  aid  to  the  nutritional  needs  of  many  child- 
ren. 

The  hearing  tests  given  by  the  Group  and  Maico 
Audiometers  showed  18  children  who  needed  medical 
attention. 

In  September,  1951,  160  tuberculosis  skin  tests 
were  given  in  High  School  with  two  reacting  positively. 
These  had  examinations  and  chest  x-rays.  Then  in  No- 
vember 212  had  x-rays  at  the  x-ray  mobile  unit  held 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  sponsored  by  the 
Pemigewasset  Woman's  Club. 

The  various  activities  of  the  Health  Program  are 
continuing  in  1952  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  ex- 
press my  appreciation  to  the  School  Board,  Supt.  Rol- 
lins, Teachers,  Parents  and  Pupils  for  their  interest 
and  help.
